PLAN FOR 
HOSPITAL CARE 


One person in every five families in 
the Chicago area will require hospital 
care this year. None of them knows now 
when sickness or accident will make this 
necessary, but nearly 800 members of the 
Chicago Dental Society have protected 
themselves in the most effective way pos- 
sible against the financial burden that 
a hospital bill frequently causes. 

These persons have enrolled in Plan 
for Hospital Care, the non-profit com- 
munity service organization sponsored 
by the approved hospitals of Chicago 
and vicinity. More than 420,000 persons 
in more than 3,500 firms and organiza- 
tions in Chicago and vicinity are mem- 
bers of the Plan, which has paid hospital 
bills totaling more than five million dol- 
lars. The Plan has been in effect for the 
society since May 5, 1939. Members not 
already enrolled have an opportunity to 
join before October 5. Present sub- 
scribers do not need to reapply. 

Plan benefits include 21 days of hospi- 
tal care each year for the subscriber and 
each of his family members in one or 
several of the 82 Plan hospitals for one 
or several illnesses, room and board, gen- 
eral nursing service, dressings and ordi- 
nary medications, anesthetics and anes- 
thesia service by an employee of the 
hospital, and emergency hospital service 
to accident victims. After members are 
enrolled a year at the family rate, mater- 
nity service is available. The Plan also 
makes a liberal daily allowance for hos- 
pital care anywhere in the United States 
and Canada outside the Chicago area. 

Membership fees each month are $.80 
for a single subscriber, $1.50 for sub- 
scriber and one family member, and 
$2.00 for subscriber and two or more 
family members. Subscribers may enroll 
their wives or husbands and any number 
of unmarried children under nineteen 
years of age. 


Of the five million dollars in benefits 
provided by the Plan, members of the 
Chicago Dental Society and their fam. 
ilies have received more than $30,000,

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Dr. Tylman to Lecture in South America 


Appointed Official Representative of the American Dental Association 


Dr. Stanley D. Tylman, Professor of 
Crown and Bridge Prosthesis at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, and a former president 
of the Chicago Dental Society, leaves 
September 16 on an extended tour of 
Central and South America. He is mak- 
ing the trip primarily at the invitation 
of the American Dental Society of the 
Argentine Republic and the Odonto- 
logical Society of Argentina. Dr. Tylman 
will give a series of lectures and clinical 


and laboratory courses at Buenos Aires. 
In addition, he will give clinics and lec- 
tures en route to representative national 
dental associations at the following 
places: Mexico City; Guatemala City ; 
Balboa, Canal Zone; Cali, Colombia; 
Lima, Peru; Santiago, Chile; Monte- 
video, Uruguay ; Rio de Janeiro, Brazil ; 
Caracas, Venezuela and Havana, Cuba. 
He will also speak before the dental fac- 
ulties and students in Mexico, Peru, Chile, 
Argentina, Brazil, Venezuela and Cuba. 
At Lima, Peru, he will lecture at San 
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Marcos University, which is the oldest 
University in the Western Hemisphere. 

Since the Argentina invitation was re- 
ceived, Dr. Daniel F. Lynch, Chairman 
of the Pan American Committee of the 
American Dental Association, has con- 
tacted all the South American countries 
arranging the details of Dr. Tylman’s 
appearance before their various dental 
societies. 


The House of Delegates of the Ameri- 


can Dental Association at its recent 
meeting in St. Louis empowered Presi- 
dent J. Ben Robinson to appoint Dr. 
Tylman as the official representative of 
the American Dental Association in his 
itinerary through South America. 

The entire trip will be made by Pan 
American Airways. Dr. Tylman also will 
spend time at Port of Spain, Trinidad ; 
Port-au-Prince, Haiti; Antilla, Cuba; 
Miami and Washington, D. C. He will 
make a report of his trip in THE FORT- 
NIGHTLY REVIEW upon his return.

Toxicity of Lucitone and Vernonite:—To 
the Editor:—A patient who is a dental tech- 
nician works with Lucitone (methyl metha- 
crylate resin, Du Pont) and Vernonite (acrylic 
resin Monosal, Rohm & Haas Company, Phil- 
adelphia). These are inflammable compounds 
and volatile. I understand that cases of 
dermatitis have occurred with their use, and 
the manufacturers advise avoiding inhaling an 
excessive amount. Do you have any informa- 
tion concerning the toxic properties of these 
chemicals ? 


A. R. Twiss, M.D., Oakland, Calif. 
ANSWER.—More is known about Lucitone, 
the methyl methacrylate, than the Vernonite 
modification, although both are believed to be 
esters of acrylic acid. Using Rohm and Haas’s 
methacrylate products, Deichmann (Toxicity 
of Methyl, Ethyl and N-Butyl Methacrylate, 
J. Indust. Hyg. & Toxicol. 23:343 [Sept.] 
1941) has presented well defined experimental 
data on a series of these compounds. Through 
oral administrations, cutaneous applications, 
subcutaneous injections and vapor inhalations, 
these materials were tested, leading to evi- 
dences of pathologic effects. The low vola- 
tility of some methacrylates are unfavorable 
to the duplication of some results under actual 


industrial conditions. High concentrations led 
to accelerated respirations, motor weakness, 
dyspnea, diminished reflexes, increased defeca- 
tion and urination. In such animals as died, 
death occurred in coma as a result of respira- 
tory failure. In case the introduction of these 
methacrylates was by the inhalation route, 


local irritation of the mucous membranes 
occurred, in addition to the aforementioned 
features. Cutaneous. application produced 
local but temporary irritation, and the possi- 
bility is that cutaneous absorption may take 
place. The urine of certain animals showed 
hemoglobin. In some animals the blood 
porphyrin is high. The respiratory tract is, 
however, the site of the severest pathologic 
changes. From oral administration, corrosion 
of the wall of the stomach followed. Nineteen 
mg. of methyl methacrylate per liter of air 
killed all animals within five hours. Sub- 
cutaneous introduction, although leading to 
fatal poisoning, required larger quantities than 
in the case of oral administration. The in- 
ference is that methacrylates may be regarded 
as toxic agents at least under some circum- 
stances. The possibility exists that the pro- 
longed absorption of small quantities may lead 
to the production of porphyrins which through 
photo action may lead to dermatitis or other 
physiologic abnormalities. More extensive in- 
formation may be found in Frederick, D. S.:

Sugar in the Diet:—To the Editor:—Now 
it can be told! Today, when we are cop. 
fronted by the inestimable nutritional boon of 
sugar restriction, cannot those who have the 
health of the nation in keeping, those who have 
pointed out that some forty million people in 
this country are not properly nourished, make 
it plain to the public as a whole that a large 
role in this deficit of minerals and vitamins js 
due to the excessive consumption of sugar— 
refined sugar which supplies energy without 
any other nutritive assets? The public should 
be brought to understand that sugar as such 
is no necessity, that the energy can better be 
derived from foods that carry other essential 
nutrients. Even the youngest artificially fed 
infants today are usually provided with extra 
carbohydrate in the form of corn syrup, 

All those concerned with nutrition have 
long felt that the excessive consumption of 
sugar in this country is detrimental to the 
public health. Whether or not this affects the 
prevalence and severity of diabetes or the 
early decay of teeth or other specific disease, 
the mere fact that almost a quarter of the 
caloric intake of the nation (and _ will this 
estimate be greatly changed if Dr. John Rice's 
recent demonstration of the waste of 2,500,- 
000 pounds daily in New York City proves 
true for the country as a whole?) is in the 
form of. sugar makes a sufficiency of B vita- 
mins almost impossible. Numerous reports 
have demonstrated the paucity of these essen- 
tial nutrients in the diet in both the United 
States and Canada. The attempt in peace 
time to change such entrenched dietary habits 
has seemed to most workers practically hope- 
less, especially in view of the tremendous com- 
mercial interests concerned. Even the enrich- 
ment of refined sugar has been advocated. 

But, now, in our peril, faced with the need 
of sugar for other purposes and of man power 
in all directions, cannot the nation benefit 
from an even greater restriction than is now 
contemplated? Cannot the government fur 
ther the diversion of sugar crops to other 


-more beneficial ones and find a better use for 


the men employed in the commercial manu 
facture and distribution of sweets? Cannot 
the numerous newspaper food columns make 
known the superiority of fresh and dried fruits 
in place of pies, doughnuts, candies, gum and 
sweetened canned fruits? Cannot the numer- 
ous society and moving picture women who 
want to contribute to the war effort make 
such desserts fashionable? And may we not 
plan to keep these benefits in peace time? 
May we not hope that some of the war time 
habits develop into permanent tastes if their 
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benefit to the public health is clearly under- 
stood? Today, in time of war, every man, 
woman and child should know that in the 
restriction of sugar he is not just putting up 
with an inconvenience, such as foregoing silk 
stockings or new ice boxes, but is positively 
contributing to his own health and thus to the 
strength of the nation. J.A.M.A., 118:1158

Chemical Elements:—Eighty-eight chemical 
elements have been isolated. Their separation 
by chemical means is sometimes easy, some- 
times very difficult, and the best available tests 
differ greatly in sensitivity. Spectroscopic an- 
alysis provides a test for all constituents at 
once; but these tests too are unequally sen- 
sitive. Fortunately the two methods supple- 
ment each other. The composition of the 
earth’s crust—above an arbitrary depth, such 
as ten miles—is well known. Oxygen is the 
most abundant element, whether by weight or 
by number of atoms. Silicon is next and then 
aluminum, iron, magnesium, calcium, sodium 
and potassium. These eight elements account 
for 98 per cent of the whole mass.—Russell, 
Henry N.: The Cosmical Abundance of the 
Elements, Nature, Nov. 29, 1941.

Appropriate and Satisfactory Recreation:— 
The advent of war has suddenly thrown on 
the people of the United States a responsi- 
bility for greatly increased work. Leisure time, 
some of it in the enforced leisure of unem- 
ployment, has vastly diminished. The plan- 
ning of appropriate and satisfactory recreation 
seems all the more necessary at this moment. 
If we must have play to complete our lives 
and if the time in which we may play is re- 
duced, it is obvious that we must learn and 
plan to play better while we are playing. It 
was wise .of those counselors on civilian morale 
to include among the earliest exhortations 
which they addressed to the American public 
the advice that we should work as hard as we 
can but hold on to our hobbies. For such 
advice is, in the light of psychiatric experi- 
ence, sound and sensible. If the proper direc- 
tion and encouragement of play can be thera- 
peutically useful it can also be prophylac- 
tically useful. If it is good for sick people it 
is even better for well people. We are all 
subject and liable to the disease of disturbed 
morale—demoralization—and one of the best 
antidotes against this is to be found in recrea- 
tion.— Menninger, Karl, and Menninger, 
Jeanetta Lyle: Recreation for Morale, Bull.

Health of the Army:—A new low death 
fate per thousand strength for the U. S. Army 
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was established in 1940. According to the 
annual report of the surgeon general, there 
were 257,136 admissions to sick report from 
all causes, giving an annual rate per thousand 
of 763.3, an increase of 44 per cent over that 
for 1939, which was the lowest on record. 
Diseases of the respiratory system were re- 
sponsible for the largest number of admissions. 
In second place were infectious diseases and 
conditions of the digestive system. There were 
267 admissions with one hundred and eight 
deaths due to aircraft accidents in 1940, and 
thirty-two deaths from accidental drowning. 
The admission rate for venereal diseases for 
the whole army was 42.5 per thousand 
strength. The number of days lost from duty 
due to venereal disease was 456,148. The 
average number of men absent from duty each 
day from this cause was 1,246. The average 
length of treatment in hospitals or quarters for 
all venereal diseases was thirty-two days. 
The average number of days lost per case for 
syphilis was twenty-eight, for gonorrhea thirty- 
five and for other venereal diseases twenty. 
Gonorrhea continued to lead the causes of 
noneffectiveness. During the year, 1.39 per 
cent of the strength of the army was lost by 
discharge or retirement for physical disability. 
Dementia praecox was the leading cause for 
discharge. Manic depressive psychoses also 
appeared for the first time among the leading 
causes. Tuberculosis as a leading cause of 
death reached a new low and is near the 
bottom of the list. There were 229 deaths at- 
tributed to motor vehicle accidents. 

During the fiscal year 1941 the average 
number of men present daily in the Civilian 
Conservation Corps was 248,926, a reduction 
of 22,252 from the preceding year. Of the 
337,363 admitted to sick report during the 
year, 316,758 were for disease and 20,612 for 
injuries. This was the smallest total for in- 
juries in any one year since the inception of 
the corps in 1933. There were 521 deaths, of 
which 248 were attributed to injuries and 273 
to disease. 

On Jan. 2, 1941, the Office of the Surgeon 
General, except the Army Medical Museum 
and the Army Medical Library, was moved 
from War Department Annex Number 1 into 
a portion of the Social Security Building.

Storage of Carbohydrate in the Body:— 
When carbohydrate is absorbed in larger 
quantity than is required to meet the body’s 
immediate needs for fuel, the surplus normally 
accumulates as glycogen, which is stored in 
the liver and the muscles. The amount of 
carbohydrate which will be stored in the en-
